Leather for Kid Gloves 


Goats Kept in France Specially for 
Glove Making 

French kid gloves are famous all 
over the world, and im the mountains 
of France goats are kept especially 
for glove making. It is the skins of 
the kids that-are use, not those of 
the fullgrown goats—hence_ the 
name, kid. 

There is quite an art in getting the 
skin of the correct texture, for it 
must be soft and delicate, and free 
from blemishes, ‘To accomplish this 
end, the kids are not allowed to 
roam at their own sweet will over 
the mountains and take care of them- 
selves as the flocks of goats usually 
do. If they eat grass. their skin 
coarsens; 80 they are kept closely 
penned, and given special food. -Con- 
fining them also prevents them from 
seratching or brushing their skins, 
and so destroying their value, 

The best condition is reached when 
the kids are a few months old; they 
are then killed, and the hides sent 
away to be tanned and prepared for 
glove making.

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FOR POISONING GOPHERS 

One of the problems with which the prairie farmer is faced in 
the spring is that of reducing the number of gophers that have 
hibernated in and around his fields. Of the several methods, such 
as poisoning, fumigating and trapping, which have been utilized 
from, time to time for this purpose, it would appear that poisoning 
is the best adapted to the use of the average farmer. 

Wheat poisoned with strychnine sulphate has been used for 
mnay years for gopher control but, despite excellent results ob- 
tained with this, its use has certain disadvantages. With the ap- 
pearance of green growth in the spring the dry grains of poisoned 
wheat are no longer attractive to the gophers. This bait, there- 
fore, is of value only early in the season. 

In addition to this, the wheat that has been poisoned for goph- 
er destruction is frequently eaten by the all too scarce prairie 
birds, such as horned and meadow larks. Poisoning these birds is 
of serious consequence, since each one of them is probably as great 
a friend of the farmer as the gopher is his enemy, for they destroy 
immense numbers of noxious insects, such as cutworms and grass- 
hoppers. 

In order to protect these birds from being killed by feeding on 
the peisoned wheat the latter is often placed in the gopher burrows 
instead of being scattered near the entrance to the hole. Unfort- 
unately, the gopher does not feed on this grain while it is in the 
hole. Every day, however, he “cleans house” by kicking out any 
loose earth, or other material he finds in the burrow. In this way 
he scatters around the entrance all of the poisoned grain which may 
have been placed well into the hole. Should he chance to find any 
of these scattered grains he may feed on them and be poisoned, but 
he has placed them within reach of the birds which the farmer 
sought to protect. : 


Experiments have proven that both these disadvantages can| ducted 


be overcome by using oats instead of wheat for carrying the poison. 
Gophers will feed on poisoned oats throughout the summer. It has 
also been found that no small birds wilt feed on these oats at any 
time, while larger birds, such as poultry, prairie chicken and part- 
ridge are not susceptible to strychnine poisoning. 

In the use of poson it has heen found that “Strychnine Alko- 


loid” is far superior to “Strychnine Sulphate” for posoning grain. | Saska

CANADA TALKS WATERWAYS 

Tn connection with the St. Lawrence-Great Lakes waterway 
scheme the Canadian-American, a paper printed in Chicago, says 
under the above heading: 

The Canadian Parliament discussed the St. Lawrence Great 
Lakes Waterway scheme last week for several hours, and listened 
again to the pro and con argument that has become familiar to the 
peoeple on both sides of the boundary. 

Thomas L, Church, M.-P., of Toronto, moved that the Commons 
go on record in favor of the project, not only as a magnificent econ- 
omic and business asset, but as a further strengthening of the ties 
of friendship between the kindred nations. 

“The greatest hope of the world today,” said Mr. Church, who 
is a former Toronto mayor, “lies in the union of English-speaking 
peoples, and this scheme will prove one of the greatest factors in 
bringing such a union about.” 

John Millar, a plain-spoken Progressive from Saskatchewan, 
opposed the waterway, and had no hesitation in giving his reason, 
briefly and to the point. It would develop cities while the country 
was still undeveloped. He wanted to see Canada’s millions of un- 
plowed acres sprouting golden grain before another city reared its 
head from Halifax to Vancouver. Making the great lakes navig- 
able to the north shore of Superior would also make congested 
centres at the expense of farming communities. He didn’t like the 
idea; hence he opposed the lakes-to-ocean proposition. 

There were other arguments against the waterway, but none 
any better than that of plain John Millar, who could not see that 
shortening the freight liaul and facilitating transportation of im- 
migrants and goods would inevitably bring hordes of new settlers 
and populate the prairie provinces. The very thing he wanted was 
the thing guaranteed by the Great Lakes-Atlantic route. 

Dr, R. J. Manion, a physician and ex-service man from Fort 
William, spoke lucidly and logically in favor of Mr. Church's —mo- 
tion, Dr. Manion showed how the waterway would develop Can- 
ada and increas her industrial and agricultural armies, cut in two 
her per capita debt in twenty years, and make the Great’ Lakes the 
Mediterranean of America. He pointed to the European cities 
which prospered because they had access to the sea, and predicted 
like prosperity at home. ‘He even foresaw better business for Mon- 
treal which opposed the scheme, because what benefitted the coun- 
try at large must help every part of it, in the last analysis,

The importance, in fact the necessity, of any man engaged in business 
haying an accurate statement of ‘his assets and liabilities is universally 
recognized, It is essential that such a statement be revised from time to 
time ahd kept up to date, anil the latest statement. compared with previous 
ones in 6rder to determine whether financial improvement is being effected, 
or if the reverse is true. i 

Such a statement is of firet importance to the business man in all his 
dealings with his bank and with his creditors. Without such a statement 
a bank will not make loans, nov can a man establish a satisfactory rating for 
himself. 3 

In determining the financial standing of a man by such a statement, ! 
which is’ regarded as the more important, his assets or his liabilities? It 
appears to be generally believed that a man’s financial standing is revealed 
by his assets. ‘But this is not so. Of course, his assets have a bearing on 
the subject, but it is his liabililies which more clearly indicate a man’s finan- 
cial standing. . 

Liabilities can only be lessened by a realization of assets. Assets, on 
the other hand, may shrink, frequently do:in the process of realization. <A 
statement of assets, therefore, usually represents something of greater value 
than is actually possessed, and allowance must be made for this. Liabilities, 
on the other hand, may be under-stated, quite innocently, too, because a 
liability-may be of an indirect character and contingent on something which 
may never happen. But it may happen, and must ‘therefore: be taken into 
account, ‘ 

The outstanding difficulty in Western Canada today is not that the aver- 
age farmer’s assets are not good, but that his liabilities are too great; that 
while he cannot realize on his assets at the present time except at enormous 
loss, his liabilities have accumulated and are not now acutely pressing. 

One lesson to be learned from the experiences of the past few years is 
the importance of exercising care in incurring liabilities. There is such a 
thing as being cursed, rather than blessed, with too much credit. A liability 
once incurred, must be discharged, regardless-of ability to realize on assets. 
The contracting of liabilities should therefore be guarded against all along 
the line, and every, human precaution taken to protect oneself against the 
ultimate time of payment. 

But‘ it is not solely in the realm of business that a person should make a 
close study of their assets and liabilities, but more particularly their liabili- 
ties, Every man and every woman has a niche to fill.in his or her com- 
munity. In filling that. niche they have certain assets and certain liabilities. 
They may have the assets of good health, or a splendid education, or wealth, 
or gifts of leadership, or inherited abilities. But they may also have the 
liability of an-ungovernable temper, or the faculty of making enemies rather 
than friends, or a generally disagreeable disposition. And ohe such lia- 
bility out-balances all assets when it comes to permanently establishing -one- 
self in the esteem of neighbors and in the ability to render service in a 
community. ee 

Cultivate your assets, and protect them, too. If you have an asset in a 
strong, healthy body and upon this are founding your worldly success, safe- 

guard it. To lose health as an asset is to lose all, with nothing but liabili- 
ties left and which you would lack the ability to meet. _ If your main asset 
is wealth, it may. disappear. But while cultivating and protecting your 
assets, give even closer heed to your liabilities. They will mar everything 
unless they are reduced and ultimately eliminated. Pay off that ungovern- 
able temper, that caustic tongue, that mean disposition, just as rapidly as you 
possibly can. ; 

Remember your liabililies! Keep close tab on them! Check them up 
frequently, and if you cannot find a lessening of liabilities you have good rea- 
son for alarm. Unless overcome, whether they be of the financial or other 
kinds, they will swamp you in the end. '
